“Well”? Baker admitted, “I 
used to be in his Wild West 
Show.” 

At this, Peter was so thrilled 
that he arranged, unbeknownst to 


the “celebrity,” for Baker to give) 


a talk to his classmates. 

Baker, a trim, handsome-look- 
ing man, begins his biography by 
relating that his father was one 
of the pioneers of North Platte, 
Neb., the town where Col. William 
Cody had his ranch-home. Baker’s 
father operated an overland stage 


station in the settlement, and his| 


was one of the first five homes to 
be built there. Twice he was 
“burned out” by Indians. 

The senior Baker also person- 
ally financed the building of 
North Platte’s first school. 

The Baker family was quite 
friendly with their neighbors, the 
Codys.

The firemen are in favor of 
“block parties,” whcre neigh- 
bors pool their festive combus- 
tibles for be‘ter control of ju- 
veniles watching them as well 
as better protection against ac- 
cidental fires. 

“Not only that,’ Chief Wicks- 
trom continues, “block parties. are 
economical. Everybody gets to see 
more fireworks go off.” 

“The danger of fire is extreme 
at this time, due to dry grass,” 
he reported. “This makes even 
what would usually be safe and 
sane use of fireworks much more 
hazardous than would -ordinarily 
be the case.” 


The sale of licensed fireworks | 


began at noon June 28 and ends 
July 6 at noon. The sale of these 
fireworks is by permit as author- 
ized by state fire marshals, and 
have all been named safe and 
sane by the officials.

1, Distance a student lives from 
a school. 

2. Capacity of the school. 

3. Transportation costs. 

4. Keeping together students 
who have attended the same ele- 
mentary schools. 

5. Avoidance of the necessity of 
crossing major traffic arteries.

What makes the matter of 
more importance to. the public 
is the story told by this man in 
his visits to the county welfare 
department. He made attempts 
on more than one accasion to 
give the social workers the facts 
but each time was brushed off 
with the remark, “there’s noth- 
ing we can do.” The only thing 
that seems to matter to a social 
welfare. worker is to get a fami- 
ly on the “payroll”—regardless 
of how or where it spends the 
money. 

Robert S. Bossman, who gave 
his story to the supervisors, stres- 
sed the fact that he was not try- 
ing to make a case against this 
one family but—like many others 
~-wants someone to take a closer 
lock at this costly branch of gov- 
ernment. 

The board of supervisors agreed 
there were many cases of unwor- 
thy families remaining on the re- 
lief rolls, which was further 
strengthened by the request of Dr. 
Harold D. Chope, head of the 
county health and welfare depart- 
ment ,for an increase of $1,095,000 
during the next year for social 
service expenses. This boost would 
send the planned expenditures for 
this department next year to a re- 
cord $6,728,000. 

We can’t, however, blame our 
county offiicals for this in- 
crease, It all goes back to Sacra- 
mento where our legislators in- 
creased payments, and only a 
third of this cost is shared by 
the county taxpayers along with 
state and federal appropria- 
tions. 

The board of supervisors and 
those of other counties are going 
to try to get the counties more 
power in determining policies of 
relief payments. As it is now the 
state has iron clad rules and any 
county which falters can lose state 
support. We’re afraid the super- 
visors will be wasting their time, 
but certainly it is time that the 
counties (and all the citizens) 
started to put on the pressure in 
Sacramento to cut out the tremen- 
dcus waste and eliminate the 
spongers from the health and so-|

Younger Tells Stand on Postal 
Pay Increases Under Study 


Congressman J. Arthur Young- 
er this week sent personal letters 
to Menlo Park residents who had 
signed a petition asking him to 
vote for house resolution 2474 
which would increase the cost of 
the postoffice department by a 
billion dollars a year. 

Younger, in his letter, pointed 
out that he has consistently favor- 
ed and voted for warranted pay in- 
creases for postal employees 
which were realistic and could be- 
come law, and would continue to 
do so. However, ,the bill in ques- 
tion makes the starting salary for 


letter carriers and clerks $5500 
per year, in addition to fringe 


benefits. He stated that this is un- 
realistic as it relates to starting 
salaries in classified civil service 


| positions in, federal government 
| work as well as in civil service 


jebs in cities, counties and states. 

The petition also asked that 
Younger sign a discharge peti- 
tion bringing the measure im- 
mediately to the floor of the 
House. The congressman has 
maintained a_ strict policy 
against signing discharge peti- 
tions because ‘it generally by- 


passes committee hearings: and 
recommendations ~and_ elimin- 
ates established safeguards in 
democratic legislative proced- 
ures. 

Younger, in his letter to Menlo 
Park citizens, quotes Rep. Thomas 
Murray, chairman of the House 
Committee on Postoffice and Ci- 
vil Service, who stated: “H. R. 
2474 will increase the costs of the 
pestoffice salaries an average of 
$1800 per year, plus increased 
night differential, overtime, in- 
;suvance and ‘retirement pay. If 
similar increases are granted to 
other federal employees and the 
military, as they have been in the 
pest, the cumulative cost of this 
action on the part of Congress 
could well run over five billion 
dcllars a year. 

“Salary increases of such mag- 
nitude would obviously affect the 
entire economy, let alone com- 
pletely disrupt the federal bud- 
get.” 

. Younger pointed out that the 
House Committee is now holding 
hearings on a postal pay bill and 
the chairman has stated that they 
will report a bill this session.

Underpass on City’s Master Plan Threatens 
Recreational Facilities at Burgess Park 


ANOTHER THREAT to the space “reserved” for recreation was 
posed by the Menlo Park City Council last week, as the governing | 
body authorized a “master plan” for a railroad underpass connecting 


Middle avenue with Burgess drive. 


The gimmick is that the under- 


pass will be accompanied by a traffic interchange which will pare a 
couple of acres off of Burgess Park. 


* * * * 

THE CIETY’S TRAFFIC PROBLEMS are pretty imperative. 

It’s easy for politicians—even honest non-partisan ones who work 
for free, like the Menlo Park councilmen—to look for “vacant land” 
when making plans on how to meet these problems. 

It’s equally easy to consider a park area a sort of blessing, when 
it’s found near enough to a proposed trafficway to appear useful; 
the city just sells itself a piece of its own property, builds a traffic 
interchange there, and everybody says that the greatest good has 


been done for the greatest number. 


* * 
THIS IS TRUE, OF COURSE. 


* * re 
The motoring public is just about 


the biggest public there is. It’s obviously bigger than the recreation- 
al-minded public, and it’s armed with all sort of arguments about 
“necessity” and “emergencies” and so forth which park users can’t 


lay claim to. 


* * * * 

STILL, BEFORE ERASING a ball diamond or a swimming pool 
so motorists can swoosh through the area with fewer interruptions, 
a look ought to be given at the alternatives. 

Why not purchase private land—dwellings and so forth—for 


trafficways? 


Parks generally are used more than private residential land. 
Burgess Park’s swimming pool, for instance, will sell about 
30,000 admissions during the current summer, a number of man- 
hours of usefulness which can’t be matched by, say an apartment 


house occupied full time. 


The Little League ball diamond provides a goodly number of 
man- and boy-hours of diversion too. The same is true of the un- 
developed “loafing areas” cf Burgess Park, which would have to be 
cut down in size if and when the traffic interchange is built. 


* * * * 

IN DOLLARS, OF COURSE, using the park land for a traffic 
interchange is much easier than trying to get private land. The 
city afready owns the park. And residents—many of whom cheer- 
fully patronize public facilities whenever possible—would howl like 
banshees if their homes or neighbors’ homes were to be condemned 
for a traffic interchange while a nearby park is left intact. 


City councilmen are sensitive to this. They don’t liké to have | 


to listen to a lot of long arguments from people whose oxen are 


being gored.

| tion this time of year, 


the principle is merely the staet- 
ing of another vegetable or flow- 
er crop as soon as the space is va- 
cated by an earlier maturing one. 

For example, the vegetable crop 
falls into two groups. Tomatoes, | 
eggplant, peppers, spinach, Swiss| 
chard and pole beans grow all} 
season from one planting. Bush} 
beans, carrots, beets! lettuce, corn 


son. Hence they are candidates 
for succession growing. Peas, in- 
cidentally, are planted in spring 
or not at all. | 
NEED REFILLS 

Gardens started early in the} 
spring need refills. Beans, carrots 
or beets can be sown in rows left 
by early lettuce or cabbage. Broc- 
coli can fill up the holes from the 
pea vines. 

There is a simple principle 
planning and carrying out suc- 
cession plantings. Leafy or fruit 
crops maturing above ground 
are followed by root crops and 
vice versa. This is fairly simple 
to work out, as lettuce can be 
followed by carrots, radishes by 
beans. 

Except for Oak Leaf and Bronze 
Beauty, lettuce is forgotten dur- 
ing hot months and started again 
late in July. Cucumbers produce 
so heavily that vines become de- 
pleted and another crop can be} 
started in July. It is also not too 
late for tomato plants. Squash is| 
another warm weather crop and 
we love the yellow summer squash 
and the fall Acorn. It is not too 
late for corn, either. 

SOW IN BLOCKS 

We have found sowing seeds in 
blocks rather than rows insures 
better pollination. Pumpkins can 
be sown in hills between the corn 
rows to yield for Hallowe’en. We 
also have some around the new 
fruit trees because they get a lot 
of water every two weeks. 

We start thinking about fall veg- 
etables in July, and puts in cab- 
bage and broccoli. Experiments 
have shown that spacing cabbage 
seedlings 12 inches’ apart tends 
to keep the heads small, which is} 
preferable for family use, and in- 

creases the yield. |

rest of the season. They are mar-| 
velous for the gardener’s ego be- 


cause they -grow so easily and)

BLOOM PROMPTLY | 
Seedlings of marigolds, petun- 


ias, zinnias, verbenas and snap-| 
dragons will give prompt bloom.) 

But by fall, plants can look shab-| 
by and new ones for replacement | 
can be started from seed now.| 
Marigolds bloom in about nine} 
weeks, Lilliput zinnias in six, nas-| 
turtiums po pup in hot, poor soil | 
in seven days.

ough on a hot day. The best way 
to keep down the bug population 


is to pull up weeds, space plants! 
so there is air circulation between | 
| them, and hose off the foliage oc- 


casionally. The most effective | 
feeding is to enrich soil before | 
the plants are set in. This sup- 
plies a continuous amount of food| 
and makes the roots 80 deep. 
Spray grapes when they are the | 
size of small marbles. Don’t pick | 
beans when the foliage is wet.
